NEARLY $50,000 


Stolen From an Adams Express 
Car on the Frisco 
Road. 


A Curious Robbery Which Was 
Begun at Union Depot 
Last Night. 


Messenger Fotheringham’s Story 
Replete. With Sensational 
Details. 


The Messenger Describes How He Was 
Bound, Gagged and Tied te His Safe by 
a Mysterious Stranger Who Gave the 
Namé of Jim Cummings — Superinten- 


dent Damsel of the Adams Express 


Company Makes a Statement and Places 
the Loss— Full Details of the Robbery. 


The messenger of the Adams Express Com- 
pany who left Union Depot at 8:25 O clock last 
evening in charge of the car on the west- 
bound St. Louis & San Francisco train 
was bound and robbed of $50,000 ata point onthe 
road between Meramec Station and Mincke’s 
Bluff. Shortly before the train puiled out 
of the depot last night two men were seen 
in the vicinity of the express car, and later a 
man supposed to be one of this couple boarded 
the car, and accosting Messenger Fothering- 
ham presented a letter purporting to be 
signed by Route Agent Barrett instructing the 
messenger to initiate the holder into the duties 
ol the position of messenger on last nicht's trip. 
At the regular time the train pulled out of the 
depot and the express car was closed as usual. 
Near st. Clair, a station fifty-five miles west of 
St. Louis, the train was flagged by a 
couple of negroes, who said they had 
discovered a rock on the track. Some distance 
further on a large stone, which it was esti- 
mated weighed several tons, was discovered 
between the rails, having apparently been 
rolled down the declivity at the side of the 
rails. Whenthetrain pulled up, Conductor 
Sprinkle went forward, and as he passed the 
express car tried the door, but could not 
arouse the messenger. 

A delay was caused while the train crew re- 
moved the rock from the rail. It seemed pos- 
sible that this stone had fallen from the ledge 
ot one of the embankments at the side of the 
Frisco track. Although the work consumed 
an hourand thirty minutes no further effort 
was made to call the express messenger, whose 
assistance was not required in removing the 
obstruction. When the train reached St. 
Clair cries were heard from the express car 
and the conductor went to the door of the car 
and calling Engineer Chas. Hoag pushed it 
open. 

MESSENGER FOTHERINGHAM WAS FOUND 
tied by the neck tothe safe, with his hands 
and feet bound. It was then nearly 1 o’clock. 
A message announcing that the Adams Express 
car had been robbed was then sent to the St. 
Louis & San Francisco train dispatcher at the 
company’s yards, Manchester road and Chou- 
teau avenue, thiscity. This information was 
imparted to Private Watchman McCairn, who 
immediately telephoned the Fifth Police Dis- 
trict Station, together with the information 
that a freight train would shortly be 
due at the yards from the West. Sergt. 
Woodlock, with Patrolmen Arrow, McCarthy, 
Walsh and McFadden, started for the yards at 
once, and on reaching the office instructed 
Dispatcher Burns to obtain a detailed state- 
ment of the robbery fromthe messenger. The 
train had, however, pulled out and a telegram 
was accordingly sent to the next station, 
where thetrain was stopped andthe state- 
ment secured. 


THE MESSENGER’S STATEMENT. 

Fotheringham stated that sbortly after 8 
o’clock last night, at the Union Depot, a man 
weighing about 200 pounds, tall and well- built. 
with a florid face and low forehead, large 
hands and feet and acoarse voice applied at 
the door of the carand at once handed in a 
letter purporting to be signed by Route Agent 
Barrett andjmstructing him to take out the 
bearer, an extra man, on last night's trip. Af- 
ter the train had started out, the man stated 
that his name was Jim Cummings. Fothering- 
ham stated that he was busy with 
his usual duties during the first 
few miles ofthe trip. At about 9:30, at some 
spot near Meramec station, ‘‘Cummings’’ 
suddenly drew arevolver, and as ‘resistance 
was useless in his estimation he submitted to 
be bound and tied tothe safe, after which 
Cummings helped himself to packages of cur- 
rency supposed to contain about $50,000, most 
of which was consigned to Springfield, Mo. 
Fotheringham could give no more accurate de- 
scription of Cummings thar that above stated, 
with the addition that he wore dark clothes. 
Fotheringham returned to this city this 
morning and was at once taken in 
charge by Superintendent Damselot the Adams 
Express Company, who had him closeted in 
the Express Company's office at Twelfth and 
Poplar streets all morning. Mr. Damsel when 
seen stated that Messenger Fotheringham 
could not be seen by anybody until be had 
first made a full statement to the Express 
Company. At 10 a. m. Fotheringham was still 
stowed away atthe express office, and it was 
given out that he was laboring upon his writ- 
ten official statement. 


AN OFFICIAL REPORP. 

The following is the official report of the 
General Superintendent of the Frisco Road to 
the General Manager of the road concerning 
the robbery:

P. Wulff, the conductor of the east- 
bound passenger train on which Messenger 
Fotheringham returned to St. Louis, said that 
at the request of the latter his ex- 
press messenger exchanged and took 
Fotheringham's run west from Rolla where 
the east and west-bound expresses met.

tion, but he made no reply. After that when 


they called again and got no an- 
swer they forced the door and 
found the messenger gag used and 
bound. That was east of Rolla. The messen 


ger had his mouth bound withasilk handker- 
chief and his feet well tied with two valise 
straps taken from his own valise. He claimed 
that the one man overpowered him and bound 
uim that way alter a struggle. 
In the fight the intruder, 80 
the messenger is reported as telling, got the 
messenger’s pistol and used that to intim- 
idate him. There were a good many theories 
fiving round. All seemed to think it very 
singular that a man would come into an 
express car for the purpose of robbery 
and have nothing with him more dangerous 
thana silk handkerchief. The only theory 
that can reconcile those facts with the results 
is that the fellow didn’t intend to commit 


the crime when de came in, and 
was a genuinely new agent sent 
by the Superintendent. All this 


is hearsay of course and may not be the mes- 
senger’s story. Some people said that the 
bogus messenger went back in the smoker 
and stayed on the train until it met us ast 
Rolla, but I guess — not true. 
PREPARING A STATEMENT. 

At 6:45 this morning Fothberingham returned 
to the city on the California express. He was 
immediately taken to the office of the Adams 
Express Company, where Mr. Damsel, the 
Superintendent, and Mr. Barrett, the route 
agent, had been waiting since 
the arrival of the news of the robbery. 
Fotheringham was shut up, with orders to 
make up his report and be ready to make a 
full statement afterward. 

A PoOST- DISPATCH reporter, who saw Super- 
intendent Damsel at 9 o'clock, was told that 
Fotheringham could not be seen. 

He went out to get some breakfast awhile 
ago,’’ said Mr. Damsei, ‘‘and 1 am going to 
have him in here and have a talk with him be- 
fore long. He has not made a statem*nt to 
me yet. When he has I will tell you what it 
is. You cannot see him, though, before I 
do. 

Later Mr. Damsel was seen walking over to- 
ward Union Depot in company with the mem- 
ber of a private detective firm. About 9:30 
Mr. Damsel, Mr. Barrett and the detective sat 
down to a little quiet seance with Mr. Fother- 
ingham. The messenger gave a graphic der 
scription of his encounter with the 
robber. Heshowed the ties that had bound 
him, the gag that bad been put in his mouth, 
and some of the money pouches that had been 
cut open. He was questioned at some 
length. At the conclusion of the interview he 
started off im charge of Mr. Barrett and the 
detective. 

FOTHERINGHAD’S STATEMENT. 

At 11:30 Mr. Damsei gave out Fothering- 
ham’s statement for publication. Said he: 
„Mr. Fotheringham says that as be was about 
to go out on his run last night a man came to 
him with a letter purporting to be signed 
by myself and Mr. Barrett instructing 
him to take the bearer, Jim Cummings, on bis 
run as far as Peirce City for instruction. In 
accordance with these supposed instructions 
Fotheringham took the stranger, who 
was a young man, and set him to work 
checking up.

well. There is also a large strawberry 
patch. There is an incubator which is to 
hatch at regular intervals through six or 
eight months of the year spring chickéns 
from eggs laid by Plymouth Rock hens. 
Five hundred eggscan be hatched ina 
batch by this incubator. 

In a small wood are kept English quail, 
partridges and pheasants, which the Sen- 
ator has imported and for which large 
pens have been made, whose walls and 
roofs are of wire, lined with netting. 
There are also American birds of the same 
species, for Which similar pens are made. 
The winter quarters forthe English pheas- 
ants are in an enclosure 50 feet square and 
9 feet high, covered on top and sides by 
wire and lined with netting. At one end 


a wooden projection about one-third the 


height of the inclosure forms a shelter, 


where the birds can protect themselves 
from wet weather of any kind. Their 


nests are to be systematically robbed of 
eggs, and some bantam pheasants are 
kept only for the purpose of hatching the 
eggs of the larger birds. 

After the birds are used to their home 
they are to be let loose,and in a young 
peach orchard has been . — uck- 
wheat, which is not to be harvested, but 
in which the birds are to be allowed to 
feed at will. There is a small wood with 
undergrowth, which they can use as a 
cover, and in addition there are planta- 
tions of cedar, pine and spruce, which are 
being dwarfed by constant trimming, 
where the birds can find the hiding pluces 
they like. 

There are two ponds in a valley on 
which mallard and wood duck nowswim. 
One pond has been stocked with carp.

There are 100 Holstein cows and about a 
dozen heifer calves now on the Belle Mead 
farm. One of the cows gives eight anda 
half gallons of milk per day, another eight 
per day.

Two of Bismarck’s Victims.

The suicide by drowning of the insane 


widow of Count Von Arnim, who, until 
the day of her death, was confined ina 
private asylum in the Black Forest, re- 
balls the fate of her distinguished husband. 
Von Arnim was one of the first to feel the 
heavy hand of the Iron Chancellor, and 
from his fate many of his successors who 
might have been tempted to follow his 
example have taken warning. 

Previous to the Franco-German war 
Von Arnim was oneof the best known 
and most highly respected of German 
diplomatists, Of a celebrated family, and 
enjoying high rank and being esteemed in 
all parts of Europe as a more than ordi- 
narily gifted statesman, he was about the 
last man to bend the knee to Bismarck and 
the first to invite the jealousy of that sin- 
— 1 despotic and brutal nature. De- 
graded from his posts and openly accused 
of treason, and even of the theft of State 

apers, Von Arnim, stung at length to 

e quick, challenged Bismarck to a pub- 
lic discussion of the differences between 
them. This was not in the line of the 
man of blood and lron. He could crush 
but he would not — He arraigne 
Von Arnim for ‘‘insulting the Chancel- 
lor,” and sentenced him to imprisonment 
fora term of years. After this, in the 
hope of reinstating himself in the good 
will of the people, Von Arnim published 
certain papers pertaining to the French 
embassy when he was in charge 
thereof, and Bismarck, magnifying the 
offense into a mortal one, had him in- 
dicted for treason. Von Arnim fled for 
his life, and once beyond the Bismarckian 
satrapy, made a further defense, which 
was made to justify his degradation from 
rank und title, the cancellation of his pen- 
sions and the confiscation of his 
estates. Overwhelmed with chagrin 
and in desperation Von Arnim then 
resolved to return to Germany and permit 
Bismarck to hang him if he could. But 
the courts then refused to reopen the case, 
and the dishonored nobleman once again 
went into exile, and soon afterward died. 

The Countess, crushed by the accumu- 
lating woes of her situation, became in- 
sane, and was sent toa secluded asylum, 
escaping from which she has now found 
death in a river.

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AN INTER-STATE DECISION. 

A decision just rendered by the United 
States Supreme Court on the inter-state 
‘commerce question illustrates the grave 
“neglect of duty of which Congress has 
been guilty in failing to regulate inter- 
state transportation by rail. It is in effect 
a decision that no State law against unjust 
diserimination can affect transportation 
passing from one State into another. 


from East St. Louis to Kansas City, Mo., 
or from Kansas City, Kan., to St. Louis, 
Mo., or by including in the transporta- 
tion any trifling detour across a State line, 
the railroads of Missouri can nullify the 
State laws with regard to a large part of 
the shipments between points which are 
both within the State. It means that 
national regulation is needed not only to 
protect commerce between the States, but 
to render State regulation fully effective 
as to transportation within the State. 

In the case appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court the Supreme Court of Illi- 
nois had held that the failure of Congress 
to pass any law regulating inter-state 
transportation had left the Statutes of 
Illinois in force as to that part of such 
transportation which came within the 
State, and that the State does not lose the 
power to regulate the charges of its own 
railroads within its own territory simply 
because the goods have been brought from 
or areconsigned toa point beyond the State 
borders. Of course it was not claimed 
that the State could enforce any law af- 
fecting inter-state commerce which was 
in conflict with a law of Congress, but 
lat the existence of a conflicting law of 
the United States could alone deprive 
the State law of its vigor. This po- 
ition of the IIlinois Supreme Court 
was sustained in the United States 
Supreme Court by Chief Justice 
WaitTE and by Justices Gray and Brap- 
Ley, buta majority concurred in revers-

Until fortified 
by such a law, all of our State regulations 
will be of little value; so easy will it be to 
evade them by billing even local ship- 


ments across a State line.

The party nominees in this city for the 
Missouri Legislature on both sides are 
running untrammeled by any public 
pledges with reference to the election of a 
United States Senator. What secret 
pledges may have been given to the 
manipulators who controlled the nomina- 
tions, we do not know; and perhaps it 
does not matter, as there is really no con- 
test, no Democratic competitor having 
dared to take the field against CoCKRELL 
except SHeRwoop. By an adroitly man- 
aged still-hunt Col. Jonn O' Dar may put 
enough of his men into the Legislature to 
get up combinations that will scare the 
COCKRELL men and force them into cer- 
tain treaties having reference to spoils, 
machine controland railroad legislation.

Declines the Proposed Joint Discusstens— 
Says George Allows Passion to Usurp

The following is a portion of Abram 8. Hew- 
itt’s letter in reply to the letter of Henry 
George addressed to him some days since and 
printed in these columns: 

NEW YorK, October 21, 1886. 


Henry George, Esq.: 

Dear Srr—lI teur that you have reached in 
the discussion between us that state of excite- 
ment which I have remarked in your books, in 
which passion usurps the place of reason. In 
the open letter addressed by you to me, in the 
morning newspapers, I find personal remarks

Gov. Squire’s Annual Report to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 


WASHINGTON, D. O.. October 26.—Gov. Wat- 
son C. Squire of Washington Territory has 
submitted his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Interior. The reportisalong and in- 


try that has developed many sources of 
wealth, but still remains comparatively un-

Ido not think that the 
English maintain the Sabbath ‘‘to keep it 
holy,” or that the French mean to dese- 
crate it. But while London becomes a 
sleeping village every seventh day, Paris 
takes its weekly vacation, and 
turns out en masse to have 
a good time. All the great races 
are run on Sunday. If there is tobe a 
match drill, a military fete,or maneuver, 
or a review of the Grand Armee, it is 
fixed for Sunday. Of course the theaters 
are open, and the picture galleries, and, 
for the matter of that, the shops. Being 
the Lord's Day, it is given to the poor, 
who put on their best attire and take their 
outing. In the forenoon their church-go- 
ing is prodigious. After service all the 
Ay chaps of religion are thrown off, and

deepening far into the night, but rarely

Paris is exceptionally situated for pop- 
ular merry-making. It occupies an un- 
dulating basin, through which the Seine 
winds tortuously, surrounded by a tier of 
hills, which abound with every kind of 
resort from the Palace of St. Cloud to the 
cafes of the Bois de Boulogne and the 
Brasseries of the Bois de Vincennes.

She not only 
zained a hearing for it last night, in the sec- 
ond performance of the season, but a kindly 
disposition which expressed itself in rippies 
of applause ather own work. g 
Whether on account of the play, entirely, or 
in part from the fact that the company were 
new totheir work, the performance was not 
of much interest. The piece has neither the 
merit of a new plot nor of original treatment. 
It is too tame forathrilling melo drama and 
too melo dramatic for a society play. It needs 
addition, subtraction and change. There are 


entirely too many words in it. The action is 
siow and tiresome at times, and in order 
to lengthen the story to the conventional 


time for dropping the curtain unimportant 
incidents are thrown in which serve only to 
impede, and mot to amuse, unless it be that 
several incidents are made unintentionally 
ludicrous.

Another singular thing about the play is 
that although the comedy portions are writ- 
ten by a professional funny man they are 
stilted, and fail to make hits. Only now and 
then is there a fair bit of comedy in the part of 
Shane Brady, the family servant, and there 
are only one or two emotional scenes which 
have a genuine rine about them. a 

Owing to the faults of the play Miss Forsyth 
has adifficult task to make the part of Mar- 
celle effective, but once or twice she 
affected the audience to tears. The 
kiudliest suggestion the actress could receive 
would be to drop ‘‘Marcelle,’’ because there 
is rather too much expensive labor in making 
over the work of the authors. 

Mr. Frank Losee went sinoothly through the 
part of Capt. Hariey, but without special 
effect. Mr. Henry Holland made an easy vil- 
lain.
